salary tests. The new salary tests 
for “ executive” employees will be 
$55 a week (or $238.33 a month) 
instead of the 1940 test of $30 a 
week, while the new salary tests 
for “ Administrative” and “ Pro­ 
fessional” employees will be $75 
a week (or $325 a ni#nth), to re­ 
place the tests of $200 a month 
in effect since 1940.
